May it please your Excellency, 

On the 14th of August, 1863, 1 had the honour to submit a return of the extent of 
fla x in eacli county and province in 1862 and 1863, and on the 25th. of September following 
General Abstracts of the acreage under the various crops, and the number and description 
of live stock in the different counties and provinces, — also the number of persons who 
emigrated from Ireland during the first seven months of the same years. 

I now beg to submit Tables showing the estimated produce of the crops m each county 
and province in 1862 and 1863 ; also the number of emigrants from Ireland m the same 
years, — the counties whence they came, — the ports at which they embarked, and their sexes 

The mode adopted in obtaining the information as to the average produce of the crops 
was the same as in former years. The Enumerators filled up returns for every 
Electoral Division throughout the countiy of the aereable yield of each of the crops ; 
the information being procured from intelligent landholders, or other persons acquainted 
with the subject, all of whose names have been furnished to me. On the receipt of these 
returns they were copied in this Office and forwarded to the Board of Guardians of 
each Union for their approval or revision ; and it is gratifying to state, that ont of 
the entire 3,438 Electoral fiivisions-the yield for 2,269 has been revised by the Guardians, 
to whose invariable courtesy I am much indebted. . . , 

The Tables give the estimated total produce of cereals in quarters, and the estimated 
produce per statute acre, also the total produce in cwts. for each county and provmce^and 
for all Ireland, in 1862 and 1863. The yield of potatoes, green crops, and hay is given 
in tons, and of flax in stones. The extent under each crop is given m statute turns. A 
Table (page 12) shows comparatively the produce of the various crops in 1847, and from 

1849 to 1863, and the acreage under each crop. . . c » 

The only alteration in the construction of these Tables from that of former years 
is in the weights describing the acrraMe yield and the totd produce of cereals 
potatoes, which were given heretofore m ‘ barrels and bushels. _ The Act 2o & 26 
of 1121bs. has now been substituted, in conformity with the P™™ lons of 
Victoria, cap. 76, being “An Act to amend the Weights and Measures (Ireland) Act to 
abolish Local and Customary Denominations of Weights, and to replate the mode of 
weighing articles sold in Ireland.” The produce of cereals is still given m quarters, 

aS Bythe rrturas, there appears to have been a total decrease of 94,980 acres in the 
extent of land under tillajfin 1863 compared with 1862. Cer^torea sed by 143, 534 
acres. Potatoes increased by 5,302, and turnips and

cato^e Of 3,582 acres. Meadow also increased, there being 7,714 acres more m 1863 

th In Oieamaile yield there has been am increase in aU the crops in 1863 compared with 
1862, with the exception of hay, in which there was a slight decrease d 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the acreage under cereals in 1863 compared with 
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1862, there has been, owing to the greater yield, an increase of 1,893,541 quarters in 
the total produce of these crops. Potatoes produced 1,297,547 tons more in 1863 than 
1862. In turnips the increase was 390,990 tons. Mangel wurzel diminished by 36,456 
tons. Cabbage increased by 85,987 tons. In the yield of flax there was a considerable 

increase 18,388 tons — not only in consequence of a much larger extent having been sown 

in 1863, but also of a greater produce per acre than in 1862. Hay produced 19,496 tons 
less in 1863 than in 1862, caused by a slight decrease in the average yield. These 
results are given in detail in the following Tables.

In submitting the General Abstracts in September last, which gave the acreage under 
the different crops, I ventured to make the following remarks : — 

“The average produce of the crops cannot be so satisfactorily ascertained until after the general liarvc-st has been 
adhered in : but from inquiries which I have made in many well-informed quarters, as well as from the very favourable 
accounts given bv the provincial press in all parts of the country, it may be fairly estimated that the yield of the cereal 
crops in particular this year (1863) will prove above the average which has been kuown tor many seasons m Ireland ; 
and although there is a falling-off in the total acreage, yet it is confidently expected that it will be compensated by the 
abundant produce of almost all crops— the total value of which, it has been computed, will in 1863 exceed that ot the 
crops of last year by several millions sterling, and approximate to that of some of our best years, in ilax alone the 
increase in value over 1862, caused by the larger acreage of 64,029 acres, combined with the abundant yield and superior 
quality, will, it is estimated, amount to Jl, 000, 000.” 

These observations, it is very satisfactory to state, have been fully realized by the actual 
increase in the yield of nearly all the crops, especially in that of flax, as exhibited in 
the foregoing Tables. _ . 

As the subject of the growth of flax in Ireland now occupies so much public attention, 
I have given at page 10 a Table showing the number of scutching mills in each County, 
by Baronies, which I trust will prove useful to those interested in the subject. 



METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. 

I beg to subjoin an abstract of the Meteorological Observations for the year 1863, 
taken at the Ordnance Survey Office, Phccnix Park, Dublin, for which I am indebted 
to Captain Wilkinson, r.e. The mean temperature of the thermometer, according to 
this abstract, was 49 Q '8 being l 0- 3 higher than in 1862. The highest reading of the 
barometer, corrected and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit, was 30A4.3 on February 13th, at 
9 30, a.m.; the lowest reading was 28*638 on October 29th, at 9 30 a.m., wind S.W. The 
highest temperature in the air during the year was 80°‘4 on July 11th, and the lowest 
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EMIGRATION DURING 1863. ? 

26"'0 on the 12th of February; the highest in 1862 was 73°'9 on the 27th of August, and 
the lowest 19°-9 on the 3rd of March. Rain fed on 212 days, being nearly 7 months oi 
rainv days ; the greatest rain-fall in 24 hours was 1‘305 inches on the 26th of August, 
with the wind from the S.W. The prevailing wind was from the S.W., from which 
quarter it blew on 117 days. The strongest winds were on the 29th and 31st at Octo- 
ber, the pressure being 25 lbs. to the square foot. The mean number of days m each 
month the sky was overcast with cloud was 14.
